For a number of years now the 
Herald has been including along 
with our subscription renewal 
notices a postage free reply en­ 
velope.

But over the years it 
has increased as the postage has 
gone up. It now costs us 12 cents 
plus the 13 cents in postage and 
after September it will also require 
an additional $30 permit fee. 
Because of this, you will no 
longer find these handy postage 
free envelopes along with your 
renewal notices. As soon as we can 
get around to getting some printed 
we will probably include a pre­ 
addressed envelope for your 
convenience. 
It simply was a question of 
whether to stop the envelopes or 
increase the subscription price to 
offset this additional cost and we 
figured it would be cheaper on our 
customers to stop the envelopes 
since many of you bring your 
renewals into the office anyway. 
Along this same theme — we 
used to pay IO cents to get an ad­ 
dress change from the post office 
and it now costs us 25 cents. So if 
you plan to move please drop us a 
note and we will change your ad­ 
dress for you. 
Not only will this save us the 25 
cents but it will also insure you of 
getting your paper sooner at your 
new address. (Please let us know 
the week that you will be at your 
new location so that we do not 
make the change too soon.) 


For those of you who have won 
bets over the years on the length of 
those center stripes on the highway 
— beware. They are painting them 
shorter now than they ever have 
before. 
Not many people would ever 
believe that those short looking 
stripes were really longer than a 
car unless you stopped and 
measured them.

tremendous job he is doing in 
feeding this nation and much of the 
balance of the world. 
While the statistics are 
im­ 
pressive and we will give you some 
of them, the most impressive thing 
to us is that a big city daily will 
take the time to recognize the 
farmer since he represents only 
four percent of our population. If 
the American farmer is to survive 
in this day and age he must have 
the understanding of all of his big 
city cousins. The fact that he 
represents only four percent of the 
nation 
is 
one 
of 
his 
biggest 
problems. He is fast losing his 
political power he once had in 
Washington. 
But back to the statistics: 14 
percent of the people in France are 
engaged in agriculture; in Russia 
32percent; in Brazil 44 percent; in 
Yugoslavia 53 percent; and in India 
68 percent. 
More striking is the fact that 
Americans spend only 15 percent of 
their income for food while in 
France it takes 26 percent; in 
Russia, 
35 
to 
40 percent; 
in 
Yugoslavia, 39 percent; in Brazil, 
47 percent; and in India, 64 per­ 
cent. 
And remember, 
we here 
in 
America are the best fed people in 
the world and still spend much less 
for our food. 
This lower percentage of our 
income going for food is one of the 
main reasons that Americans have 
the highest standard of living in the 
world. When you spend 35 to 50 
percent of your income for food you 
do not have much left for luxuries.

Agent Offers Fall Garden Tips 


Although there is still 
plenty 
of 
hot 
sum m er 
weather ahead, it’s time to 
start getting things in shape 
for your fall vegetable gar­ 
den. 
says 
Kirby 
Gayton, 
county agent for the Texas 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
E x ten sio n 
Service. 
Spring gardens generally 
did well in most parts of 
Jones County although ad­ 
verse weather and diseases 
reduces some yields 
Now 
the fall gardening 
season is approaching, and 
that m eans getting land 
prepared and getting trans­ 
plants started as soon as 
possible. 


According 
to 
Clayton, 
m any popular vegetables 
such as tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplants, 
pole 
beans, 
potatoes, okra, cucumbers. 


and squash can be planted 
during the coming weeks. 
Also, the so-called “win­ 
te r ” vegetables such as 
broccoli, cabbage, cau li­ 
flower, greens, parsley and 
carrots can be planted this 
tim e for early harvesting. 
Later plantings of these cold- 
hardy crops will supply fresh 
vegetables well into winter. 


What are some of the im­ 
portant aspects of fall gar­ 
dening9 
First of all, get the land into 
good 
shape, 
em phasizes 
Clayton. If a garden was 
planted this 
spring 
and 
fertilizer was applied, little if 
any additional fertilizer will 
be needed before fall plant­ 
ing. 
For new gardens, Clayton 
recommends applying two or 
three pounds of a complete 


fertilizer such as 10-20-10 per 
IOO square feet and working it 
into the soil. If plants make 
slow growth, a light amount 
of fertilizer may be applied 
betw een 
the 
rows 
and 
watered into the soil. 


Of major importance for a 
successful fall garden is an 
adequate 
w ater 
supply, 
contends 
Clayton. 
Since 
planting is done during hot 
weather, sufficient water is 
needed for germination and 
early growth. Light w ater­ 
ings three or four times a 
week may be necessary to 
keep the soil from drying out 
and crusting. Water stress 
during early growth of plants 
can reduce later yields. 
Since 
tran sp lan ts 
of 
recommended 
varieties 
of 
vegetables may be hard to 


find at local 
nurseries, 
Gayton suggests buying seed 
and 
growing 
your 
own 
transplants. Four to five 
weeks should be allowed from 
the time of seeding to setting 
young plants in the garden. 
Transplanting is a good 
practice in the fall since this 
allows seed to be started in 
areas sheltered from high 
tem peratures and drying 
winds. 
So, 
even 
though 
the 
weather will remain hot for a 
while, g « an early jump on 
your fall garden. Just the 
thought of fresh garden 
vegetables this fall should be 
enough to entice most folks, 
even those with the summer 
blahs.

“Expecting a child to eat 
everything on his plate at 
every meal may not only be 
unrealistic (how many adults 
do this?) but also harmful to 
the child’s health. 
“Research indicates that 
fatness acquired in early 
childhood is harder to lose 
than any extra pounds gained 
in adulthood,” Debby John­ 
son, a family life education 
specialsit, says. 
Pointing 
out 
specific 
physical reasons for this, 
Mrs. Sally Coble, a foods and 
nutrition specialist, said, 
“Children require calories 
for energy and growth. But 
during 
periods 
of 
slow 
growth, such as the preschool 
years, calorie needs are not 
so great. 
“But if children overeat 
during this time, they create 
new fat cells to handle the 
excess calories. Once a fat 
cell has been formed, it will 
never go away—so it is im­ 
portant to try to limit the 
number of fat cells produced 
during the early years. 
Adults who overeat simply 
fill up cells already present,” 
she explained. 
Both specialists are with 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, The Texas 
A&M University System. 
“ In the past, overweight 
individuals often excused 
their obesity by saying they 
had a ’glandular problem.’ 
This is rarely the case. It 
generally boils down to one 
problem—overeating,” Miss 
Johnson said. 
Although heredity also 
plays a role in obesity, most 
research 
indicates 
poor 
eating habits are the real 


culprits, she continued. 
Children learn their eating 
habits from parents. And 
since children tend to model 
their behavior on what they 
see their parents doing, the 
parent who “stuffs” at a meal 
will be more likely to have a 
child who also does, she said. 
“Some parents use con­ 
fections or other food items 
as a part of their discipline, 
or as a bribe to get children to 
do what is expected. 
“Though it may be con­ 
venient at times to pacify a 
child with treats, two con­ 
siderations should be kept in 
mind. It establishes a pattern 
for the child, in that he ex­ 
pects to be rewarded with 
food in exchange for good 
behavior. The result may be 
short-term-learning, 
which 
often does not carry over to 
other similar situations. Also, 
as he is conditioned to eat 
more, the number of fat cells 
increases, as does the need to 
satisfy a growing appetite. 
“Obesity is unsightly and 
unattractive — research 
shows that it affects the self- 
concept—and increases the 
mortality rate. People who 
are 30 per cent overweight 
decrease 
their 
life-ex- 
pectancy by 30 to 40 per 
cent.” 
Obesity also may lead to 
other health problems, in­ 
cluding diabetes and heart 
disease. 
“ R e s p o n s ib ility 
for 
establishing good eating 
habits at an early age rests 
with 
the 
parents 
or 
caregivers of children. For 
this reason, parents should 
exemplify proper nutrition 
habits in the home early in a 
child’s 
development 
by 
limiting second helpings, 
eating slowly, cutting down 
on high calorie foods that 
contain little other nutrients 
(soda, some candies and 
cakes), and encouraging

County, women at work is the 
order of the day. Each 
passing year finds more and 
more women in the labor 
force. 
The current 
figures 
in­ 
dicate that some 37.3 percent 
of the local female population 
over the age of 16 are now 
employed outside the home or 
are looking for such em­ 
ployment. 
In actual number, ac­ 
cording to the latest findings, 
close to 2,410 local women, 
out of a total of 6,460 of 
working age, are in the labor 
force. 
They are filling jobs in 
offices, in retail stores, in 
factories, in the educational 
and health fields and in a 
wide variety of other oc­ 
cupations. There is little that 
remains closed to them any 
more. 
In contrast to the 37.3 
percent of Jones County’s 
female population now in the 
labor force, there were only 
29.7 percent in 1960.

40 years I’m bound to have

th a t’ll 
need 
replacing, and I know from 
years of experience that a 
fence can lean over just so far 
before it falls down com 
pletely. I don't know about 
Egyptian cows, but it doesn’t 
take my cows long to find out 
they can step over a fence 
that's on the ground 
Also, if given this money 
I’ll guarantee I won’t export 
any arm s to my neighbors or 
declare war on any nation or 
get any madder at the U S 
than the ordinary foreign 
country does when its loan 
comes due
